“After the Rain”, Feb. 17, 18, 
a science fiction drama

"After the Rain", a science 
fiction drama about the sur- 
vivors of the second flood, 
will be performed Tuesday 
and Wednesday, February 17- 
18, in Actors Laboratory 
Theatre in O'Reilly Hall. Ad- 
mission to the presentation is 
free, but seating is limited to 
150. 

"The play operates on sev- 
eral levels at the same time," 
commented Ron Schaum- 
burg, director. "At its core, 
there's the story of a motley 
collection of refugees. They 
let themselves be led by 
Arthur, who uses the situation 
to his personal advantage, 



eventually turning himself into 
a god." 

Playwright John Bowen has 
placed Arthur aboard a large 
raft adrift in a global sea. 
The "Crew" is made up of a 
pair of middle-aged women 
who claw each other to win 
Arthur's attention, a strong 
man with a tragic weakness, 
and a sea captain who spends 
much of his time lost, quite 
literally, in a fog. Disrupting 
Arthur's happy but mindless 
floating kindgom is a writer 
and his lover, a ballet dancer. 

"It's a ship of fools, both 
lovable and despicable," 
Schaumburg said. 

Bowen's satirical script has 
echoes of plays like Marat/ 



Sade, in which the actors 
are inmates of an asylum. 
"We shift in and out of real- 
ities," said the director, "until 
the audience can't help but 
become part of the action. 

"The play is strange, but 
it's funny. For example, the 
raft that these people were 
rescued by is stocked with 
nothing but a breakfast cereal 
called 'Club.' Its makers want- 
ed to prove that man could 
live by Glub alone. 

"After the Rain" is science 
fiction without the hardware— 
a battle between well-meaning 
individuals who want to shape 
the future in their own images, 
twisted as those might be."

SGA Rights 

All students admitted and 

enrolled for credit at Avila 
College are members of SGA. 
The nineteen elected students 
make up the Student Council. 

The Constitution of the 
Avila College SGA lists stu- 
dent rights and responsi- 
bilities. 



As stated in the constitution 
the student council shall do all 
in its power to uphold and pro- 
tect the rights and freedoms of 
the SGA of Avila College. 

Those rights and freedoms 
are: to participate in the 
governing of the College as it 
pertains to the SGA; to parti- 
cipate in the formulation of 
policy pertaining to the edu- 
cation and welfare of the 
SGA; due process of law; to 
inform concerning student re- 
gulations.

The Avila College Teacher 
Corps Project, which began in 
summer 1979, is now in its 
second year of operation. 
There are several key elements 
to the Project. 

Collaboration — The Project 
is operated jointly with the 
Kansas City Missouri School 
District and the Kansas City 
Community. Four schools in 
the District, Westport Senior 
High, Westport Junior High, 
Faxon Elementary and Ban- 
croft Elementary, are involved 
in the Project. 

Policy Board — The project 
is guided by a collaborative 
Policy Board composed of 
nine persons —three College, 
three District, three com- 
munity persons. The College 
representatives are Dean 
Richard Scott, Professor Dona 
Neuman, and Sister Barbara 
Moore. 



Staff Development and 
Graduate Credit— Avila facu- 
lty, primarily from the Depart- 
ment of Education, work with 
teachers in the Project 
schools. Graduate credit 
courses are offered on site at 
the schools. During the fall 
courses were presented in 
Multi-Cultural Education and 
Diverse Learning Styles. 

Internships — Four Avila 
graduate students are serv- 
ing two-year internships lead- 
ing to a Masters Degree in 
Education. The interns work 
everyday in Project schools 
and take courses on campus 
in the evening. The Avila stu- 
dents are Rosemary Riordan, 
Calvin Bibbs, Barbara Wul- 
fers, and Aubrey White. 

Avila Faculty Institute — 
During the late summer and 
fall, Teacher Corps worked 
with a committee representing 
faculty and staff for the pur- 



pose of planning and hosting 
faculty/staff conferences fo- 
cusing on Avila's diverse stu- 
dent population. 

A recent conference held 
January 8, 1981, provided an- 
opportunity for students, fac- 
ulty, and staff to participate 
in a forum to discuss issues 
and concerns related to "non 
traditional" students — 
minorities, women, older stu- 
dents, and handicapped stu- 
dents. 

Dr. James Boyer, professor 
at Kansas State University, 
was the guest presentor. Dr. 
Boyer is a national authority 
on Multi-Cultural Education. 

The Teacher Corps Project 
is directed by Dr. David Wal- 
lace. Sister Marie Georgette, 
Chairperson of the Depart- 
ment of Education, is the Pro- 
ject's Program Development 
Specialist.

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Team shows effort 
with only six players

Like a scenario from David 
and Goliath the Avila College 
women's basketball team has 
found itself taking on oppo- 
nents with two and three 
times as many players all sea- 
son long. 

Having only six players on 
their squad has cost the Ava- 
lanche games. A case in point 
was a recent game against 
Mid-America Nazarene when 
Avila finished the game with 
only two players left on the 
floor. 

Avila took the early lead 
playing the running game and 
was out in front 22-18 at the 
half. 

Midway through the second 
half Mid-America took the 
l$ad for the first time in the 
game. From that point on the 
lead changed hands eight 
times in the final minutes. 

Susan Sulzer kept the Ava- 
lanche in the game with three 



baskets in the final three 
minutes, including the one 
that sent the game into over- 
time at 50-50. 

It was in overtime that Avila 
got in trouble as they had four 
players foul out of the game. 
Outnumbered, the team lost 
63-56. 

Leading scorer for Avila was 
Darby Chambers with 21 
points. 

Once again Darby Cham- 
bers led the scoring with a 24 
point performance in a 61-54 
loss to the School of the 
Ozarks. 

Her best was yet to come 
though as she poured in 38 
points against Southwest 
Baptist.
